Men 
were returning invalided at the rate of 
7,500 a month, and 36,000 in all had 
come back.

(By 
Associated Press).—Another sector of the front was added to 
the north of the new battle line today when the Germans at- 
tacked heavily on both sides of the Scarpe toward Arras, Bitter 
fighting took place from Gavrelle, on the north, to Boilles, below 
the river, and in some sections the Germans succeeded in push- 
ing forward somewhat in the face of desperate resistance.

STORY OF FIRST 
BIG SMASH IS

Deluge of Shells, Gases ard Liquid 
Fire Sent Ahead of 
Infantry 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMIBS IN 
FRANCE, March 27.—(By Assoclat- 
ed Press)——Fresh German troops were 
thrown today againgt the French 


lines and notwithstanding their de- 
termined stand, the Frencn were forc- 
ed to retire towerd the west, wie Ger- 
mans breaking through at Mont- 
didier and occupying it. Further 
south the French held well, resisting 
ail the German efforts, 

In the rear of the French armies 
the movemerts were 6o intense that tt 
was impossible to approach the firlng 
line. Notwithstanding the continued 
Jerman advance, the battle has be- 
come more or less stabilized. The 
French are pushing northward in or- 
der to keep in close touch with the 
British, who had been forced tack by 
overwhelming numbers, 

French troops have relieved part of 
the British line. Nothing as yet has 
been allowed to develop regarding the 
intentions of the Entente Allied com- 
manders, but it is certain that at an 
opportune moment they will make a 
counter-#troke, The general idea of 
the battle shows that the Germans 
chose to make their principal attack 
against ‘the British front. At the same 
time they made a demonstration fst 
where the two armies, Hritish and 
French, join. The Germans had pre- 
pared for offensive in exhaustive ar- 


Deluged With Shella 


Just before the attack the British 
lines were deluged with shells for a 
short period, and with projectiles 
charged with noxious gase:. Then 
came the waves uo. infantry, closely 
following one another, The (ret 
waves, or what remained of them, 
reached their objectives, and hel¢ un- 
til further waves c'eaned up the ranks 
of British, who were holding out with 
obstinacy, using jets of Hquid fire. 

Reinforcements joined the Germans 
and fro.o the captured first British 
live a murderous fire with rifles, ma- 
chine guns and automatics was open- 
ed on the rear lines of the British.

March 28—News received from the ex- 
treme right wing is that the allies are | 
holding well.

Near Beaumont-Hamel the enemy 
attacked heavily, Severe fighting fol- 
lowed. This morning it appears that 
the village virtually was No Man's | 
Land, with the contending lines drawn | 
close on either sides. 
| Hard fighting occurred at several | 
points along the battlefront during 
the night In consequence of the enemy 
attacks, The latest reperts indicate | 
that the British have kept the situa-| 
tion well in hand. 
well {In hand. 

The British artillery this morning 
put down an intense bombardment | 
} along the front betwen Achieville and 
the Souchez river (south of Lens) but | 
up to the time of the filing of this | 
dispatch (10 a.m.) no Infantry action 
| had been reported. 

The Germuns made several assaults 
| near Rossignol! Wood, but on each oc- 
casion were driven back. Near Sallly- 
Laurette another sharp engagement | 
occurred, and here, also the British | 
maintained themselves and secured | 
prisoners. | 

The Germans are continuing to 
bring up artillery and are rushing 
new troops from various parts of the 
line in preparation for the continu- 
ance of the drive. 

The French pressure on the enemy 
is continuing in the area of their 
counter-attack south of Noyon. 

The British are holding their posi- 
tions north of the Somme, their line 
in that area standing virtually the 
same as last night. Several German at- 
tacks In this region were repulsed 
last night.

Small Debt Collection. 

A bill is before the legislature 
designed to facilitate the recovery 
of small debts. It provides that 
every justice of the peace or police 
magistrate shall have jurisdiction 
in the judicial district in which he 
resides over any action of debt, 
whether payable in money or oth- 
erwise, where the amount claimed 
does not exceed $50.00, and over 
any action where the amount orig- 
inally claimed exceeds $50.00, but 
which has been reduced by pay- 
ment or abandonment to that 
sum. It is stipulated that no jus- 
tice who is or has been interested 
in any way in the claim for which 
a summons is issued, or counter- 
claim made, shall take part in the 
hearing of such claim. Provision 
s made that any person having 
buch claim may obtain from a jus- 
ice a summons addressed to the 
barty against whom the claim is 

lleged.

A bill is before the legislature 
roposing to repeal the steam boil- 
rs act and to substitute an entire- 
y new measure governing the in- 

ppection of boilers and the regula- 
ion of their operation. The justi- 
fiable precaution that is taken to 
revent accidents from this source 
suggests the advisability in the 
ublic interest of legislation re- 
quiring suitable qualification on 
the part of those wishing to oper- 
ate automobiles on the public 
highways. Ordinarily the explos- 
ion of a steam boiler through the 
ignorance or carelessness of the 
engineer is more likely to kill the 
man in charge than anybody else; 
while the incompetent or careless 
driver of an automobile is more 
likely to kill somebody else than 
himself, If a certificate of qualifi- 
cation is advisable in the one case, 
it surely is in the other, 


Tax on Ooal Export. 

It can only be considered as un- 
fortunate that the exigencies of 
provincial finance have led to the 
decision at this time to impose a 
tax of 10¢ per ton upon coal ex- 
ported from the province. The 
coal mining industry of Alberta 
is now trying to seize the opportu- 
nity given by war conditions to 
capture the market of Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba from the Penn- 
sylvania mine-owners and to es- 
tablish this province as the per- 
manent fuel souree of the whole 
prairie country. The effect of this 
new tax is to put another handi- 
cap upon the Alberta operators at 
the time they are making this fight 
for new business. Its result will 
be the same as an increase of 10c 
per ton in the freight rates on coal 
shipped from Alberta to any point 
outside, or of a corresponding re- 
duction in the freight rates on 
Pennusy!vania coal coming west. 
Hitherto Pennsylvania coal has 
sold as far west as Regina in com- 
peition with the Alberta product. 
The effect of this tax must be to 
shift still farther west the line 
where Alberta coal will meet 
Pennsylvania coal on a basis of 
equal cost.

get compensating services from 
the city—then the legislature has 
no business to permit the city te 
levy the tax, even 2s a temporary 
measure. If the city does render 
service to those citizens entitling 
it to the proposed tax, then to in 
future deprive the city of the 
power to levy the tax would be 
an act of injustice to the city and 
to those citizens who must make 
up the revenue arbitrarily denied 
the city treasury. The fact that 
the province may wish to tax in- 
comes has nothing to do with the 
ease. If the city gives service to 
those to whom the proposed in- 
come tax would apply, then the 
city should be allowed to collect 
the tax permanently. If the prov- 
lince also renders service to these 
| citizens, it also is entitled to levy 
lan equitable income tax upon 
ithem by the assessment of incomes 
lor other means as may be advis- 
able and the city’s rights in the 
matter are not at the pleasure of 
the province. 


(An Eggless Faster? 

A good many Canadian families 
this year will have to record an 
eggless Easter as another of the 
domestic consequences of war con- 
ditions. It is not very nourishing, 
but may be somewhat consoling to 
the householder to reflect that 
eggs cannot be very much scarcer 
at Easter than they have been on 
other days for many months gone 
by. The change in_ the family 
menu is an index of the change in 
world conditions since the days 
when Easter brought the annual 
competition among the junior 
members of the family as to which 
could dispose of the largest num- 
ber of eggs. 

Would Help Business 
and Production. 

The E. D,. & B. C. railway com- 
pany is establishing a special tri- 
weekly service between the city 
and Westlock, for the purpose of 
bringing the intervening farming 
districts into closer business rela- 
tons with the people of the city.

If the peo- 
ple do not back up the armies the 
armies must lose out in the end, no 
matter how valiantly they fight 
today. Events at the front 
make the strongest impression on 
the minds of the people at home. 
They get the news of these events 
from the papers, as the papers get 
them from the government censor- 


ed dispatches, Thefe are people 
who believe that the best way to 
inspire resolution and prevent 
panic amongst the people at home 
is to conceal or misrepresent un- 
favorable facts at the front. This 
is the policy that has been consis- 
tently followed by the arthorities 
ever since the war began. The ef.- 
fect has bees to establish a senti- 
ment of confidence not justified 
by the facts, with the result that 
war effort has been allowed to 
slacken, when it should have been 
keyed up to the highest pitch, and 
incompetence, inefficiency and er- 
ror have been qondoned or excus- 
ed when they should have been 
drastically dealt with. 

This camouflage policy had the 
approval of a large proportion of 
the people at home; especially of 
those whose sentiments are terscly 
expressed in the phrase: ‘‘Let 
George do it.’’ It has not had equal 
approval from those who were ac- 
tually carrying the burden of the 
war—whose flesh and blood is at 
stake in it; who have sacrificed 
and are still prepared to sacrifice. 

Now that the war has reached a 
crisis for the allied cause; when it 
is clear that there must be a re- 
organization as well as a reinforce- 
}ment at the battle front if we are 
to save ourselves, when the British 
| Premier calls upon the United 
{States for immediate help, and 
when even the London Chronicle, 
strongest supportet of the Lloyd 
|George government, demands 
|more frank statements from the 
| British authorities, would seem to

Memorandum "Written For Priv-! 


ate Use Shows Responsibility 
of Germany 


HOW IT BECAME PUBLIC 


German Ambassador First Scent- 
ed Coming Trouble in July 
of 1914 


London, March 28—The personal 
memorandum of Prince Lichnowsky 
revealing the inner workings of Ger- 


|man diplomacy and which has caused 


much feeling in Germany against the 
former ambassador to Great Britain, 
leaked out last summer through the 
German general staff on the fall of 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg. 
This statement !s made by the Social- 
ist Vorwaerts of Berlin and ds pub- 
lished by the Times which also re- 
prints from the Vorwaerts the most 
important points of the memorandum. 

In an editorial on the disclosures 
of the prince, the Times says: 

“By a coincidence, as strange as it 
is opportune, passages of the mimo in 
{which the former German ambassa- 
dor fixed the guilt for the war upon 
his own government reach us as the 
fiercest and bloodiest conflict of the 
long struggle is at its height. The 
moment when mankind ts filled with 
horror and anguish at the carnage of 
the great battlefield all eyes will turn 
to his account of the policy which 


| brought this dread visitation upon the 


world. 

“He has not a shadow of doubt 
about the responsibility for the war. 

“Without hesitation he fastens it on 
The German militarists 
were inexorable, they would not suffer 
Count Berchtoldi to give way. When he 
flinched from plunging Europe into 
war they forced his hand. 

“They delivered an ultimatum to 
Russia and the next day declared war 
on her, although the Russian emperor 
had pledged his word that while the 
negotiations continued not a man 
should march, 

“'We deliberately destroyed 
possibility of a peaceful 
is the former ambassador's considered 
judgment. He cannot feel surprised 
that ‘the whole civilized world outside 
Germany attributed to us sole guilt for 
the world war.’ The whole story 
which he records corroborates this 
judgment and cannot be reconciled 
with any other. 

“The first hint of coming trouble 
which reached him seems to have 
been von Bethmann-Hol!weg's refusal
